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District council pledge 
£1 million to Shire Hall 
tourist attraction project 


WEST Dorset councillors have pledged £1 mil¬ 
lion towards the development of Dorchester’s 
Shire Hall as a tourist attraction. 

The building, which houses the Tolpuddle 
Martyrs court, is being developed by the Dis¬ 
trict Council and the London Dorchester Com¬ 
mittee Trust. 

New educational and training facilities will be 
added to the building which will not only tell

the story of the Martyrs, who were tried at the 
court in 1834, but will also plot the changes in 
the way justice was administered. 

Among the magistrates to sit at the court in 
its latter years of life was Thomas Hardy. 


A grant of £1.5million from the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Lund has already been promised to help 
pay for the work which is expected to be com¬ 
pleted by the autumn of 2017. 

Once the work is completed, WDDC will 
lease the building to the London Dorchester 
Committee on a 25-year term. 

They will then operate it as a heritage attrac¬ 
tion. 


Work on bridge runs behind schedule 


CHARMINSTER 
bridge may not be 
overflowing - but 
works to raise it are 
over-running. 

Work started on rais¬ 
ing the height of the 
bridge in May, to re¬ 
duce the risk of flood- 
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ing to the church and 
other nearby proper¬ 
ties. \The project was 
due to have been com¬ 
pleted by October 3rd, 
but the road was still 
barricaded off at the 
start of this week. 

Talks between Eng- 
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lish Heritage and the 
Environment Agency 
were promoted by 
West Dorset MP, 
Oliver Letwin, after 
flooding at St Mary’s 
church was caused by 
water being held up by 
the small arches on the 
bridge. 

Because the bridge is 
a Listed Building it 
was initially argued 
that no changes could 
be made to the struc¬ 
ture - but it was finally 
agreed that it could be 
taken down, the arches 
raised and a new sur¬ 
face laid. 

Both East Hill and 
West Hill have been 
closed to traffic with a 
new pedestrian route 
and temporary bridge 
through the church 
grounds. 

County council 
bridge engineer John 
Burridge has apolo¬ 
gised for the extra time 
the job has taken. 

He says the bricks 
and stone had to be 
carefully removed 
from the original struc¬ 
ture and then cleaned 
and replaced with new 
stone found which 


would blend with the 
existing buildings. All 
of the work has had to 
be approved by Eng¬ 


lish Heritage. 

Additional time has 
been taken by Wessex 
Water installing a new 


main making use of 
the road closure, 
which will saves on fu¬ 
ture disruption.

LYME Regis author David Ruffle is originally 
from Northamptonshire, but lived most of 
his life in Banbury, Oxfordshire. 

He first visited Lyme in January 2004 and, 
having "fallen in love with town", moved 
there in July the same year. 

He is now known for his successful series of 
novels based on the classic characters Sher¬ 
lock Holmes and Dr Watson. 


■ WHAT is your career background? 

Immediately before moving here I was involved 
in transport logistics, specifically I managed up¬ 
wards of 50 drivers who delivered cars all over 
the country for a company in Oxford. Our largest 
customer was Volvo UK for whom we delivered 
thousands of vehicles. One time I managed to 
arrange delivery of two cars to the dealer in 
Portsmouth instead of Peterborough. A lady 
named Ruth who ran the internal sales depart¬ 
ment at Volvo suggested I may wish to have 
them delivered correctly within 24 hours or else 
she would remove the skin from my face! As an 
incentive, it worked! 

■ HOW did you first get into writing fiction? 

In 2008 I had written a very short piece featuring 
Holmes and Watson in Baker Street. It stayed a 
very short piece until my partner Gill asked me 
to write her a story for Christmas. A ghost story 
followed, then a couple more ghost stories. After 
that I went back to the scene in Baker Street and 
progressed from there to "Sherlock Holmes and 
the Lyme Regis Horror" which I self-published. 

■ WHAT inspired you to take on the Sherlock 
Holmes character? 

I had always enjoyed Conan Doyle's original sto¬ 
ries immensely for their atmosphere and rhythm, 
which I have tried to replicate as best I can. Also 
in my collection were many novels and short sto¬ 
ries by authors other than Conan Doyle, some 
very good, some good and some not so good. 
Somewhere along the way I thought "perhaps I 
could do that". I often get asked whether permis¬ 
sion is needed to use the characters of Holmes, 
Watson, etc. In fact, the characters are in the pub¬ 
lic domain and have been since the year 2000, al¬ 
though long before that date authors were using 
the characters.There have been attempts by de¬ 
scendants of Conan Doyle to trademark the 



name "Sherlock Holmes" in America but the 
Supreme Court has thrown out each attempt. 


■ TELL us a little about your latest book... 

It is 1897 and Holmes and Watson are in New 
York. Holmes has been asked by the New York 
Police Department to assist in teaching their new 
detectives. While there, they become entwined 
briefly in the Guldensuppe murder, but have 
more involvement in a fresh wave of murders in 
Fall River, Massachusetts, where Lizzie Borden 
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was acquitted of the savage murders of her fa¬ 
ther and stepmother five years before. Not only 
do Holmes and Watson look into these new 
crimes, but also look at the evidence in the orig¬ 
inal murders. Incidentally, the idea for writing it 
came from an episode of "Ghost Adventures", 
which was filmed in the Borden house. All "ineffa¬ 
ble twaddle" as Watson might say. 

■ ARE you working on any future projects? 

The major ongoing project is "Sherlock Holmes 
and the Scarborough Affair" which is a collabo¬ 
ration with Gill, although the reality is that Gill is 
writing it while I make the tea! An American pub¬ 
lisher has asked me to produce two short stories 
for collections to be published next year, neither 
of these stories can involve Watson which is a 
challenge in itself! One will be set in Surrey dur¬ 
ing 1878 and the other takes place in Florence in 
1891. 

■ WHAT do you like about living in Lyme 
Regis? 

The history, the town, the people, the commu¬ 
nity, the views, the cider, the young people who 
are a credit to Lyme. 

■ IS there anything the town is missing? 

I would love to see Lyme go down the route of 
having its own youth council. As a town we 
should be proud of our youth and involve them 
more in decision-making; they are the future of 
this town. And definitely more affordable homes. 

■ WHAT'S your favourite novel? 

"The Time Of Our Singing" by Richard Powers. A 
powerful read dealing with love, race, music, 
family, time and physics. Extraordinary. 

■ WHICH four books would you take to a 
desert island for an indefinite stay? 

What, only four? "The Time Of Our Singing" (see 
above), "The Diary of Samuel Pepys", not just an 
intensely personal document but an eye-witness 
account of life in Restoration London; "The Col¬ 
lected Ghost Stories" by M.R. James, of their type, 
never bettered; and "The Collected Short Stories 
of William Trevor" entertaining, uplifting and 
sobering.

ECOLOGISTS are cel¬ 
ebrating the reopening 
of the Lewell Mill 
BOAT (Byway Open to 
All Traffic) in Dorch¬ 
ester following a year 
of restoration work. 

The byway was 
closed in 2014, under a 
12 month temporary 
traffic regulation order, 
so that work could be 
carried out to improve 
the BOAT, protect the 
River Frome (a site of 
special scientific inter¬ 
est) and allow wildlife 
to re-establish. 

Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil, the Environment 
Agency, Dorset 

Wildlife Trust and Nat¬ 
ural England worked 
together to stabilise and 
fence the river banks. 


and to repair the ford 
and ruts in the field. 

Dr Annabel King, 
Dorset County Council 
senior ecologist, said: 
“For a number of years 
4x4 drivers have 
crossed the river away 
from the alignment of 
the BOAT, eroding the 
banks and muddying 
the river, which meant 
there was less and less 
wildlife around. 

“We’ve now pinned 
branches and logs into 
the river to create ed¬ 
dies and shallow water 
which will encourage 
spawning fish as well 
as providing better 
habitat for birds and in¬ 
sects. 

“It’s been wonderful 
to work with all our 


Town Walks to 


The first phase involves the improve¬ 
ment of the Walks from Hardy's Statue, 
past the Borough Gardens and around 
to Trinity Street, to include the access 
point at Northernhay at a cost of 
around £150,000. 

Town councillors have been told that 
this will be funded by a contribution of 
£45,000 from Dorset County Council, 
the balance to be met from a fund set 
up by the town council known as the 
Town Walks Reserve.This phase would 
the transfer of the footpath to the 
Highway Authority. 


Once this first phase is completed 
options for funding further stretches of 
the Walks in South Walks Road, fol¬ 
lowed by Colliton Park and ultimately 
East Walks would be considered. 

The town council has sent a draft 
Memorandum of Understanding to 
Dorset County Council and is awaiting 
their response. 

An initial plan to refurbish the surface 
in coloured tarmac was abandoned 
after hearing of the difficulties in get¬ 
ting a good colour-match should 
patching be needed in the future.

£3.5million 

budget 

shortfall 

DORSET County Hos¬ 
pital is heading for a 
£3.5million shortfall by 
the beginning of April. 

The figure is being 
planned for by the trust 
which runs the service, 
but may not be reached. 

A spokesman says it 
will continue to “strive 
for efficiencies” but will 
not compromise on the 
quality of services to pa¬ 
tients. 

There are no plans to 
cut jobs although a re¬ 
view, currently under¬ 
way, may ultimately 
result in some services 
being reduced or moved 
altogether from the 
Dorchester hospital. 

The main reason for 
overspends nationally 
also affects the County 
Hospital - having to hire 
in expensive agency 
staff after failing to re¬ 
cruit enough staff nurses 
and medics locally, or 
even from abroad. 

The Dorchester hospi¬ 
tal has been actively re¬ 
cruiting in Europe and 
now employs several 
nurses from Italy and 
Spain.

Two weeks left to shape 
future of youth services 


YOUNG people, residents and local communities have 
until October 27th to give their views on youth services 
in Dorset. 

Dorset County Council (DCC) wants to find out 
where young people go, what they do and what they 
would like to do, to help decide how it should provide 
youth services in the future. 

The council currently runs 22 youth centres, and also 
works with a range of other organisations to help run 
youth clubs by providing staff or funding. 

However, increasing demand for services - and a re¬ 
ducing budget - means the council needs to change the 
way it supports young people. 

So far the council has had more than 1,400 responses 
to the online survey, which went live in September. 
Paper copies are available in libraries and the council 
is also talking to partner organisations across Dorset - 
including schools, voluntary and community groups, 
and local councillors. Youth workers have also been 
collecting views directly from young people who at¬ 
tend centres and clubs. 

Councillor Toni Coombs, Cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren and young people, said: “We’re delighted with the 
response we’ve had so far, but want as many people as 
possible to have their say. If you’re a young person liv¬ 


ing in Dorset, please fill out our short survey. Do you 
go to a youth centre or club? If you do - tell us more, 
and if you don’t - tell us why. Your views will help us 
decide how we should provide youth services in the 
future.” 

DCC’s children’s services budget, currently £57 mil¬ 
lion, will have reduced by at least £5million in 2017, 
and by the same again - or more - by 2020. DCC cur¬ 
rently spend £2.2million on youth services in Dorset 
and need to reduce this by around £1 million. 

The county council does not provide youth services 
on its own. There are a range of organisations and 
groups that run a variety of activities, so the council is 
also asking local communities what other activities are 
available for young people in their area. 

Councillor Coombs added: “Our financial situation 
means we simply cannot continue delivering youth 
services the way we do now. By working together 
more with other organisations and local communities, 
we believe we can provide a more effective service that 
not only supports the most vulnerable, but also ensures 
that young people across Dorset have places to go and 
things to do.”

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Gritters are getting ready 


WINTER is fast approaching and 
Dorset Highways is preparing to 
keep the roads safe over the 
colder months. 

With 26 gritters ready to cover 
the 650-mile gritting network 
and more than 10,000 tonnes of 
salt in stock, Dorset County 
Council is ready for the first "run" 
of the year. 

Three new "Icelert" weather sta¬ 
tions have been added to the 
network - bringing the total up 
to 12 - to give accurate weather 
conditions across the council 
area and ensure gritters are sent 
out at the right time, and spread 
the right amount of salt onto the 
road. 

Councillor Peter Finney, Cabi¬ 
net member for Environment, 
said: "The technology we have 
now is amazing - the Icelert sta¬ 
tions measure road and air tem¬ 
perature, wind speed and 
direction, rain fall and detect ice, 
and our drivers can programme 
the spread rate of the grit from 
the cab of their vehicle - which 
means our duty highways engi¬ 


neers can make an informed de¬ 
cision on when and where to 
grit, and with how much. 

"We want to keep Dorset mov¬ 
ing throughout the winter and 
ensure that drivers can travel 
safely in cold conditions. Drivers 
can help by planning their jour¬ 
neys so that, wherever possible, 
they travel on treated roads." 

The winter weather service 
runs from October to the end of 
March to deal with wintry condi¬ 
tions - with 25 per cent of the 
county council roads covered by 
the 22 main gritting routes. 
These include primary A and B 
roads, links to hospitals and 
larger communities, roads to 
larger schools and key bus 
routes. 

Gritting facts: 

• The gritters work out of six 
depots - Bridport, Charminster, 
Blandford, Gibbs Marsh, Ware- 
ham and Ferndown - and are 
sent out when the road surface 
temperature is forecast to drop 
to zero degrees Celsius and ice or 


frost is forecast. 

• There are 22 drivers on call 
24/7 for winter weather duties 
and six highways staff on call for 
other non-gritting related emer¬ 
gencies. Over 80 farmers and 
other specialist contractors are 
also on standby to help their 
communities with snow plough¬ 
ing. 

• Over 800 salt bins have been 
filled for local, lightly used roads 
and pavements, and parish and 
town council 'community' bins 
have also been topped up ready 
for use. 

• Dorset Highways has a "dry 
run" at the start of each winter 
season. During a dry run no salt 
is spread but residents will see 
gritters out and about on the 
designated gritting network. 

• How many times were grit¬ 
ters sent out? 2014/15 - 57; 
2013/14 - 40; 2012/13 - 120; 
2011/12-60;and 2010/11 -72.

Trying out everything ^^HEALTH&FITNESS has to offer* 


MY third week at B! Health & Fitness was personal training week. After a heavy weekend away 
on a stag do in Barcelona I was pretty tired on Monday and a little apprehensive about how my 
first personal training session would go, but after the past couple of weeks I knew I would feel 
great afterwards so I was still motivated. 

My first session was with Craig, all focused on working my chest and triceps. After a warm up 
we started on the bench press, which I was a little wobbly on, but Craig constantly encouraged 
me, whilst making sure my technique was correct. I instantly noticed the difference a personal 
trainer makes; Craig got me through the last few reps on every exercise which I would have given 
up on if he wasn't there. 

I had some serious DOMS (delayed onset of muscle soreness) over the next 48 hours but, in a 
strange way, it felt good to know that my muscle fibers were repairing themselves and growing 
and encouraged me to eat healthily. 

With my chest and triceps still aching from Monday, Wednesday was leg day with Duncan. He 
worked every muscle hard and I had a bit of a funny walk after some of the exercises! Duncan 
also helped get the last few reps out of me and guided me through everything, giving me alter¬ 
nate exercises when he noticed I was struggling. 

Everything was going great until Friday. I was experiencing some severe DOMS in my legs and 
had trouble walking a lot that day! The session itself was really good, working on back and biceps, 
but I was getting frustrated as it was obvious my left side wasn't as strong as my right, which 
Duncan helped me through. If Duncan hadn't been there in a personal training capacity I would 
not have achieved half of what I did. He really gave me the determination to keep going and not 
to give up. 

I then had another session on Saturday with Craig to work on my shoulders but my motivation 
had hit the lowest point as I was lacking a serious amount of energy. Craig straight away identified 
that this was partly due to what I'd been eating; I'd been trying to eat healthily but I hadn't been 
taking on enough carbohydrates. It's also worth pointing out they would never ordinarily put 
anyone through four intense personal training sessions in one week so early on into their workout 
regime! I'm a bit of an exception to the rule so I can write about the experience in this column. 

Craig and Duncan will work closely with you to make sure you get the right nutrients to ensure 
you make the changes you want to as quick as possible.Their expertise pushes you to your max 
but not beyond it. A lot of people have a perception of personal trainers to be the stereotypical 
military type, but it really isn't like that. If anything it's quite good for your ego as they are con¬ 
stantly praising and encouraging you with each step! 

They are totally focused on helping you achieve your personal fitness goals, making you get 
as much as you possibly can out of each session without feeling sick. They provide a service to 
help you, not debilitate you, and it is much more than just the 60-minute workout you pay for as 
they stay in touch outside of training time. They also help you with your diet, which is such a mas¬ 
sive part of achieving success. I'm learning that successfully changing your body shape is about 
so much more than just training in the gym, and both Craig and Duncan can help you every step 
of the way with their personal training programme. 

I'm now looking forward to my final week and trying out some of the fitness classes they have 
to offer followed by a full body personal training session at the end of the week.

Town council explore ways to 
save money on energy bills 


DORCHESTER town councillors are considering 
ways of saving money on water, gas and electric¬ 
ity bills. 

One of the options includes a borehole in the 
Borough Gardens to supply enough water for 
flowers and grass in the grounds. 

Installing a borehole is expected to cost around 
£15,000 - but could reduce water and sewerage 
costs by as much as £10,000 a year. If it goes 
ahead the council will also look at an irrigation 
system to reduce the time its grounds staff spend 
watering. 

Town Clerk Adrian Stuart is recommending to 
councillors that they set aside around £40,000 on 
a series of measures which will cut utility bills in 
the long run. At the moment the council has a 
budget of £65,000 each year for supplies of elec¬ 
tricity, gas, phone, water, and sewerage services 
to around 20 sites it maintains across the town, 
which includes play areas, parks and recreation 
grounds. 

Options being considered include spending 
around £5,000 on the gas and electrical systems 
in the Municipal Buildings, which could reduce 
annual costs by £1,000 - £2,000 a year; decom¬ 
missioning the office, staff work room and toilets

at Weymouth Avenue Cemetery and a revised 
heating system for the Chapel costing £5,000, 
which could result in a budget reduction of 
£1,500 a year. 

Mr Stuart has reported that a review of the 
council's alarm arrangements could reduce costs 
by £2,000 a year, with minimal up-front costs 
while a supplier has been identified for a new 
phone system which, although costing £4,000, 
would also result in long-term savings.

THE annual ceremony to re¬ 
member the Dorset soldiers 
who died on the North West 
Frontier of India 118-years-ago 
will take place at the Tirah Me¬ 
morial in Dorchester later this 
month. 

The memorial is situated in the 
Town's Borough Gardens and 
the service will be conducted 
again this year by Lay Minister 
David Bowen. 

The Mayor will read the lesson 
and Colonel Andrew Edwards - 
the Rifles Colonel for Dorset - 
will lay the wreath. 

The service is open to every¬ 
one and will take place on 
Wednesday, October 28th at 
11am. It is organised by Major 
NickSpeakman on behalf of the 
Keep Military Museum. 

"It is always a well attended 
event and a good opportunity 
to remember the sacrifice of 
those young men in what would 
have been an extremely distant 
part of the world. Known now to 
us as Afghanistan. 

In 1897 a large Field Force of 
36,000 British and India troops, 
including 1st Dorsets, was sent 
to the North West Frontier of 
India and during the campaign 
Private Sam Vickery was 
awarded the Regiment's only 
Victoria Cross, for gallantry. His 
story is told at the Keep."

FOOTBALL has been played in Lyme Regis since 1885, a mere dozen or so years after 
the 'formation' of the game nationally and the inception of the FA Cup in 1872 - so 
Lyme Regis Football Club has been around a long time, longer than most - for exam¬ 
ple; Chard Town (1920), Axminster Town (1903) or even the Dorset FA (1887). 

The club enjoyed limited success in the Perry Street & District League until the late 
1980s when the Premier Division title was landed for the second time after a gap of 
almost 30 years. 

The title was won again three times in the period between 2004-05 and 2013-14 
which prompted the club to seek more challenges at a higher level. 

A place in the Devon & Exeter League, which is one of the biggest in the country 
offering football for almost 4000 players across 140 teams, was applied for and secured 
and this led to a step up from Junior to Intermediate level. 

'The Seasiders', led by manager Tim Edwards, won promotion as runners-up in the 
Division Three last season and have made an excellent start to life in Division Two 
with the team in the mix for promotion once again. 

Good reviews both on and off the field have led the club to move their Reserve 
team over to the D & E League this season and they currently sit in second place in 
Division Seven. 

There is the possibility that the Bantams (3rd team) may also head west next season. 

In addition to league success, Lyme Regis has a name that is revered across the 
county having lifted the Dorset Intermediate knock-out cup on nine occasions and 
the Junior cup six times. 

The club also has a thriving youth section with youngsters aged between six and 
16 proud to pull on the club strip. Two seasons ago the under 16s squad was regarded 
as the best in the whole of Dorset having won the league and cup double. 

Off the field, hours of voluntary labour has helped to extend and refurbish the club's 
Davey Fort headquarters which can now boast an excellent facility that, with parking 
and plenty of outside space available, can offer the perfect venue for a party - be it 
birthday, anniversary nor even a Wedding - half a dozen have been held there al¬ 
ready. 

An active 18-strong committee ensure things operate as smoothly as possible within 
the club and encourage new faces to come on in through the Davey Fort gate and 
give the Seasiders a try - either on match days or at a function - the more the merrier, 
the teas are excellent and the bar is fully stocked!

NEWS in brief... 

THIS week is the deadline for Dorset resi¬ 
dents to contribute their views about proposed 
changes to the county's sight and hearing serv¬ 
ice. 

Dorset County Council has been undertaking 
a review of how it delivers all of its social care 
services. 

Sight and hearing services will continue to be 
provided in the future, but we the council is 
proposing some changes that will enable peo¬ 
ple with sight and hearing needs to access ap¬ 
propriate care and support in a more timely 
way. 

Harry Capron, head of adult care at Dorset 
County Council, said:"Our annual funding from 
central Government is going down in real 
terms, while the demand for our services - and 
the cost of providing them - is going up. We 
have to save £45 million by 2017-18, and want 
to spend what we have in the areas where peo¬ 
ple tell us it will make the most difference to 
them and the people they care for. 

"Engagement such as this is important in 
helping us ensure that our proposed changes 
would have a positive impact on our sight and 
hearing services and inform our decision-mak¬ 
ing process." 

The closing date for telephone comments 
only is this Thursday, October 15th, on 01305 
221085.

Council offer refresher course for older drivers

Sessions can also be booked at 
Poole, Gillingham, Wimborne and

It offers unbeatable driving fun 
on a racing circuit, yet remains completely 
civilised in everyday use. With an appetite for 
revs not normally associated with a tur¬ 
bocharged engine, it features an exception¬ 
ally linear power delivery and strong torque 
across a broad rev range, all delivered with a 
distinctive engine sound. Rapid responses 
and excellent efficiency are amongst the 
benefits of BMW's innovative M TwinPower 
Turbo technology. 


The new 3.0-litre engine possesses an out¬ 
put of 370hp at 6,500rpm and will rev to 
7,000rpm, while peak torque of 465Nm is on 
tap between 1,400 and 5,560rpm. An over¬ 
boost function raises this figure by 35Nm to 
500 Nm between 1,450 and 4,750rpm. De¬ 
spite this potent performance, the combined 
fuel consumption is 33.2mpg when fitted 
with a six-speed manual gearbox, and 
35.8mpg with the optional M DCT.

LATEST new car registration data shows 
booming demand for plug-in cars as mo¬ 
torists tune in to the cost-saving benefits 
of ultra low emission motoring. Analysis 
by Go Ultra Low shows that 20,992 mo¬ 
torists made the leap to plug-in power 
between January and September this 
year, bumper growth of 138.5% against 
2014. 

Fuelling the demand is a greater choice 
of models, with more than 27 pure elec¬ 
tric or plug-in hybrid cars now available 
in the UK, ranging from high-perfor¬ 
mance sports cars to capable family run¬ 
arounds. The new data shows consumer

Shifting shares

than 1% share for the year so far. Up sig¬ 
nificantly from the same period in 2014 
when just 0.44% of registrations were 
plug-ins, this move to new technology 
demonstrates the value motorists place 
in a variety of options, enabling them to 


pick the car that best-meets their needs. 

Plug-in bestsellers 

The newest statistics reveal that Mit¬ 
subishi leads the new registrations 
charge, with 9,303 of its flagship Out- 
lander PHEV sold since the start of 2015. 
Nissan follows with its all-electric LEAF 
racking-up 4,285 registrations, and 
BMW's i3 is the nation's third most popu¬ 
lar ultra low emission vehicle, also nearly 
doubling its tally with 1,564 registrations.

Budget or bodge it? 


NEW research from Kwik Fit, the UK's lead¬ 
ing automotive repair and servicing 
company, reveals that in the last two 
years more than four million car owners 
have had to keep their car off the road be¬ 
cause they couldn't afford repairs needed 
on their vehicle. 

With 21 million owners saying they have 
needed repairs in the last two years, this 
means that one in five (19%) have been 
forced to go without their car while they got 
their finances in order.

1.2 million drivers admitted to having driven 
their car in an unroadworthy condition be¬ 
cause they couldn't afford repairs with men 
twice as likely as women to have done so. 

Many drivers carry out repairs themselves, 


which is obviously not a problem in itself. 
However, a third of car owners who either 
carried out a repair themselves or had a 
friend or relative do it for them say they 
were concerned about the quality of that 
repair. In a cautionary tale for second hand 
car buyers, nearly half a million motorists 
say that although they were concerned 
about their DIY repairs they didn't do 
anything about it as they sold the car 
soon afterwards. 

The study also gave an indication that the 
policy of prevention being better than cure 
is as relevant to our cars as it is to our bodies. 
More than three quarters (77%) of those 
skipping their car's annual service had to get 
repairs carried out on their car in the last two 
years. The equivalent figure for those who 
maintained their car's annual service record 
was 56%, suggesting that regular servicing 
helps keep the need for repairs at bay. 


Roger Griggs, communications director at 
Kwik Fit, says: "All cars need repairs at some 
point, it's the inevitable result of everyday 
wear and tear. Drivers should therefore try 
to be realistic about their motoring budget 
and plan for their costs. We can help in that 
planning by offering fixed price servicing so 
car owners know exactly how much their 
motoring costs will be over the year. 

"Measures which may appear to be saving 
money in the short term may turn out to be 
a false economy.
